Petrocrad July 7.—Violent fighting has begun on the Russian 


front west of Pinsk. The city of Pinsk is in names, according to an 
announcement today by the semi-official news agency. 


The Russians have captured the fortified iorcst ot Sianka witl 


all the enemy's organized positions, and also lull 088. lliey iiavt 
penetrated the village of Godov. 


The Russian artillery, the an- 


nouncement says, is leveling all 
obstacles. 


The opening of the battle of 


Pinsk marks the second effort^of 
the Russians after the long period 
of quiet which followed the revo- 
lution. The point selected for this 
attack is about 175 miles north of 
the sector in east Galicia, along 
which the Russians made their 
first onslaught resulting in the 
capture, of about 18,000 men in 
two days. Pinsk is at the middle 
of the Russo-Galician battle line. 


T.hero has been no heavy fighting in 


this region since the conclusion of the 
great Austro-German drive which be- 
gan in the spring of 1915. During the 
Bummer the Russians were driven out 
of Western Galicia. Poland and most 
of the Baltic provinces. 
Pinsk was 


captured by the Germans on Septem- 
ber la, at the high tide of the Austro- 
German invasion. 
Subsequently the 


Russians held up the Germans on the 
Riga front and since that time the 
heaviest actions have been fought on 
the northern end of the line or in Ga- 
licia.

000 before the war. It lies within the

Warsaw.

DECATUR NEWS. 


Doctor Martin, chairman of tho 


medical section of the council of na- 
tional defense, is reported to have said 
to the American Medical association 
recently that the first thing Mr. Bal- 
four asked for when ho arrived in the 
United plates was that doctors might 
bo sent to England and France with 
as little delay as possible. He said that 
England needed a thousand doctors 
and France as many more. Practical- 
ly every physician in rural England 
under the age of 54 has gone to tho 
front and those who remain either in 
England or at the front are unable to 
take care of the work which await 
them. 


Out of 8,000 young doctors who ap- 


plied for commissions in the reserve 
corps of the United States, less than 
3,000 accepted the commissions which 
were afterward tendered them. Twen- 
ty-eight thousand medical men will 
be needed by the troops of the United 
States alone, and of this number 26,- 
000 are yet to be secured. 


It is found that modern warfare 


places medical men nearer the line of 
action, and exposes them to. dangers 
that were unknown to their profession 
twenty years ago, at which time the 
wounded and nerve-shattered men 
from the front were cared for at a safe 
distance from the scenes of actual hos- 
tilities. The battle of today sends Ha 
missiles far afield, and medical men, 
nurses and attendants have fallen sud- 
den victims to bursting shells at con- 
siderable distances from the firing 
lines, or have become suddenly in- 
volved" in rapid change of quarters by 
the troops. 


The situation to be faced is thus one 


of grave need for. an enlistment of 
medical men in sufficient numbers to 
properly care for our own troops, with

sugars, 


starches and fats. Just as coal, the 
simplest form of carbon, is fuel for 
he steam engine, so are tho carbon- 
ceous foods fuel for the human en- 
gine. 


Tho less important food elements are 


building and repair foods. These are 
ho nitrogenous or protein foods— 
can meat, flsh, fowl, white of eggs, 
cheese. 
Certain vegetables are also 


rich in protein—-peas, beans and len- 
tils, also nuts, cereals and bread. 


To replace the wear and tear of the 


human body a limited amount of re- 
pair foods is necessary right along. 
But these repair foods are very com- 
plex and if they are provided too gen- 
erously in the diet, so as to be con- 
sumed also as energy foods, there are 
dangers ahead. 


The ashes from fuel foods form acid 


wastes that burden the vital organs, 
and in excess may constitute real body 
poisons, especially when acted upon by 
bacteria in the Intestines.

Take out and plunge immediately 


into cold water. Put two inches of 
w?,ter into cans and add one teaspoon 
of salt to each pint can. 


Place new rubber and put top on 


loosely. Place in boiler, as the jars are 
filled with air in place of water they 
will have to be weighted down. Cover 
with warm water an inch above the 
cans. Bring water to the boiling point 
as soon as possible and boil for one 
hour. Take out at once and tighten 
tops. The reason for not filling the 
can with water is to avoid having the 
tender tips being water soaked. 
The 


air in the can is sterile and if the can 
is air tight there will be no danger o: 
spoiling.

bulk. 


The ration must be well balanced; 


there must be variety as well as ap- 
propriate ciuanity and waste must be 
scrupulously guarded. 
Most impor- 


tant of all the" system must not be 
overloaded with food that can not be 
assimilated. 


All these facts apply more or less 


accurately to the members of the ave- 
rage American family so the homo 
food administrator can surely learn 
from army rationing. 


An army ration is the lood allow- 


ance tor one person for one day. It 
weighs four pounds and costs today 
something over 31 cents. 


There are five kinds of army rations 


—garrison, haverstack, Filipino, travl 
and emergency. As the garrison ra- 
tion—the Joo'l supply in barracks of 
permanent camps—would have more 
lessons for the housewife than an> 
other, this talk to soldiers in the 
women's army against waato wil 
deal v,-!th it only. 


Tho garrison ration contains 2 


standard articles of food, to which ar 
added a list of what ars called "sub 
stltute articles."

The mess sergeant who looks after

Govern Every Action

Many attempts have b«en made to 


discover a. standard of conduct that 
would apply to all people and to all 
ages. In the history of moral theories 
may be observed a great many failures 
at this effort of discovery.

Hot weather is a deadly foe of the 


baby. 
The younger the baby the 


greater the danger during the trying 
months of July and August. 


Heat lowers the resistance of the 


baby.- It also hurries changes in food 
leading to rapid decomposition. .It ir- 
ritates the infant as well as the grown 
up, interferes with sleep and so pre- 
vents the repair that ordinarily goes 
on during sleeping hours. 


Most babies are overdressed In tho 


summer. 
Only enough clothing to 


keep tho baby clean should be worn 
during the very hot months. 
Extra 


clothing means discomfort and pain. 
"Heat rash" usually means too much 


woolen clothing 
clothing and often 
next to the skin. 


The baby should have a daily bath 


and in addition should be spongetd off 
two or three times during the very hot 
days. 
The sponging will keep the 


baby comfortable and make It better 
able to endure the heat. 


The baby should have plenty of 


fresh air night and day in order to 
be comfortable. 
When 'in the open 


the infant must be protected from the 
direct rays of the sun. 


Flies are dangerous and must be 


kept from coming in direct contact 
with the baby. 


Bottles should be sterilized by boil- 


ing and tho mother should wash her 
hands carefully with soap and water 
Before preparing food for the baby. 


If the child becomes sick, send for 


a doctor at once.

the soil. The loss of soil moisture by 
evaporation continues much longer 
from a compact, damp surface than 
from a loose, dry surface, and the 
evaporation tends to keep the soil cold. 


In northern localities and at high al- 


titudes the conservation of heat is 
frequently as important as the con- 
servation of moisture. Luckily, both 
heat and moisture may be conserved 
by good timely cultivation. Heat is 
wasted in evaporating or wasting soil 
moisture. 
Making the surface looso 


and dry saves both soil heat and soil 
moisture. 


Cultivating after heavy rains is a 


good practice. 
To be most effective 


the cultivating should be done as soon 
as the surface is dry enough to work

BOTTLES ARE SCARCk-SAVE EVERY ONE 


* In the interest of home-canning, ] 
every housekeeper is strongly urged to 
save bottles — especially wide-necked 
ones—for putting up fruits, preserves, 
jellies, jams, and fruit juices. Saving 
of bottles is highly important, as there 
threatens to be a serious shortage of 
regular jars and preserving cans this 
season. 


The fruit products named, if scaled 


with corks and paraffin, can be kept 
perfectly in these "^makeshift contain- 
ers, ' Jellies, jam's, and preserves can 


carce locally, those in stock should 
e used to preserve perishable prod- 
ucts which have the highest nutritive 
alue. Nothing should be packed in 
ara'or cans which can be conserved 
ffectively in other ways. 


Candy containers or other glass jars 


with screw tops or glass stoppers, and 
n fact any receptacle of glass, crock- 
ery or porcelain, can be sealed with, 
cork or paper and paraffin. 


Large tin canisters or tin cans with 


removable covers, provided the body o 
the container is air and water tight, 
will be found useful in canning cer 
tain fruit products. Such containers 
can be sterilized and their cover 
hermetically sealed in place with sol 
der or wax.
